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which no western nation dare, even now, consider itself 
immune. If the world treats Germany as a particularly 
sick member of its own body, there is hope of preventing 
an outbreak of the disease elsewhere. But to act as 
though any one nation were a completely isolated unit 


not Polish troops, on that disgraceful day of the 
rape of helpless Czecho-Slovakia, march shoulder to 
shoulder into that unhappy country, thus demon- 
strating to the whole world how sincere was the 
German-Polish friendship pact concluded in January, 
1934, between Pilsudski and Hitler? 

January, 1934—that was a few months after the 
Vatican had concluded a Concordat with Hitler’s 
government, thus giving that system of domestic- 
political terror its first diplomatic recognition. In 
1985 there followed the Anglo-German Naval Pact 
in which Britain not merely gave Hither permission 
to build a U-boat fleet, but also officially abandoned 
military clauses of the treaty of Versailles—and in 
doing so passed over both the Disarmament Com- 
mission and her Allies (although a few months 
earlier Hitler had announced Germany’s resignation 
from the League of Nations). 
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important “ military operations.” 

Rut war still rages in the Far East, and 
even nearer home the present condition can 
hardly be truthfully described as one of peace.

Special remedies will be needed in particular 
places—and Germany is not the only such place, But 
mankind will surely find itself possessed by another 
frenzy of mutual destruction if it cannot learn to believe 
in its own real unity. 


To foster that understanding and at the same time 
to try to present a true picture of the world as it is, 
undistorted by the passions and prejudices of the 
moment—these still remain prime functions of Peace

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QCQMINOUSLY discernible at San 
; Francisco is the spectre of the 
giant pan-Slav and pan-American 
dlocs shaping up to each other. 
The fact ig that there no longer 
exists a “ Big Three,” but a Big Two 
—plus an unknown. The Big Two are 
very big indeed, each encompassing 
a satellite world for its orbit. The 
United States protection of the 
Americas is rooted in the Monroe 
Doctrine. It flowered in Roosevelt’s 
Good Neighbour” policy, and bore 
fruit in the Act of Chapultapec. 
American epprobrium for the 
spheres of influence” of others does 
not conceal her own. Similarly, the 
Soviet Union is determined on an 
active protectorate on her Western 
frontiers which is to include the 
Danubian countries, perhaps more. 


Even Mr, Churchill recognizes that 
Britain cannot live on equal terms 
with these two in a world of naked 

ower. British status at San 

rancisco is, therefore, equivocal. 
She is a natural leader of the so- 
called “middle Powers,” whose 
strength is primarily moral and 
whose influence stems from prestige. 
But _this is a status which her 
Empire inhibits her from accepting. 
Yet it may be no bad thing that one 
Power, whose credentials are so 
largely intangible, should remain in 
the counsels of the most powerful. 
This is a situation which may not 
last long; 4 fearsome responsibility 
rests on Britain to see that ithe crucial 
breathing-space is not dissipated. 

It is said that Germany has made 
her last. bid for Euronean leadership. 
In a military sense it is equally true 
of, France and Britain. The recent 
hint by Stalin that a Western 
European bloc was no_ longer 
anathema to Russia suggests a new 
field for British initiative. It might 
yield a political group, rather looser 
than a unit, which would not be 
tempted to match the colossi in 
power of arms and would therefore 
throw its main emphasis on consent 
and co-operation. It could threaten 
nobody: self-interest would dictate 
such ‘transparently benevolent poli- 
cies that nobody would threaten it. 

But the primary function of a 
Western Union under British leader- 
ship would be as interpreter and 
mediator between the Russians and 
the Americans. This ig an indispens- 
able international need, and one for 
which this country’s _ situation, 
geographical and historical, equip it 
uniquely. But Anglo-Saxon moralis- 
ing makes little impression on the 
Russians. It would bear a_ closer 
resemblance to reality if the de- 
pendent territories of Britain. (and 
of France, Holland, and Belgium) 
were placed under a condominium, 
with the express purpose of develop- 
ing them as rapidly as possible for 
self-government. 

It is not a question of whether 
Russia’s fears “are justified; this is 
a realm in which truth is what is 
believed. Archangel, Arcos, and. the 
Zinoviev letter are  believed-—and 
remembered—in Moscow, We cannot 
ensure that criticism of Russian 
policies will not be resented, but we 
ean make criticism responsible. The 
critics must be sensible of the pro- 
found responsibility they bear and 
must temper their strictures (as 
pacifists did in the case of Germany 
while any possibility of accommoda- 
tion remained) with an imaginative 
sympathy for Russia’s background. 

One other thing is needed: what- 
ever her regression from socialism, 
Russia etill hates and fears the 
Western capitalist. If the France of 
the Comite des Forges and the 
Britain of the Iron and Steel kings 
are to be rebuilt, then a new wave 
of suspicions will have to be allayed. 
A willingness to accept radical social 
change and to substitute an ethic of 
service for that of self-interest in 
our economy will do more to establish 
British good faith than tenderness 
for Argentina at San Francisco. 

Only one half of the problem is in 
our hands, But pacifists, who decline 
to fight the Russians in a few years 
time, have a particular obligation to 
concentrate on that half so that the 
necessity shall not arise. 


‘Let Justice be done...” 


HE more Europe has been 
“liberated” the more it has 
sunk into confusion. Eco- 

nomically, politically and socially 
the confusion deepens and 
spreads and that because the 
“liberation” does not proceed 
upon any established moral 
principle. Indeed, at the very 
moment when Nazism js in de- 
feat as a military force its spirit 
marchés on inexorably to victory 
throughout the whole of Europe. 


Democracy is in eclipse; its methods 
and ways are abandoned; reason, 
argument and discussion are out- 
moded. Repression and death are the 
instruments of “liberation.” Totali- 
tarian methods prevail; liquidation 
follows. Though all that be clothed in 
the sober habits of justice it cannot 
hide the grim portent of the emerging 
situation any more than jt can conse- 
crate democratic faith by abusing 
democratic institutions. 

The whole of Europe is in a state 
of flux with cross-currents of con- 
flicting motives and interests bedevil- 
ling and fouling the very sources of 
liberation. Where we expected to see 
a great resurge of democratic prac- 
tices and loyalties we see, instead, the 
gaunt spectre of totalitarianism 
astride our future path and riotously 
converting the institutions of freedom 
into engines of partisan tyranny. 

This introduction of totalitarian 
methods takes the form, for the 
moment, at all events, of avenging the 
wrongs of occupation by judicial pro- 
cess upon anyone suspected of having 
served the Germans or under them, 


A partisan weapon 


This is called Justice. But there 
must necessarily be a vast difference 
between totalitarian and democratic 
justice, and justice can, of course, be 
the merest farce. And to use justice 
and its machinery as a partisan wea- 
pon for liquidating opposition to par- 
tisan power only adds to the gravity 
of the situation and_to the confusion. 

This is happening all over Europe. 
Recently we saw the pathetic spec- 
tacle of an old French Admiral, 
Esteva, standing his trial in Paris for 
collaboration with the Germans. He 
pleaded in vain (with what truth one 
cannot say) that he did only what he

conceived it his duty to do towards 
his country during the occupation.

The jury before whom Esteva was 
tried was a packed jury of men from 
the resistance movement, men who 
were violent anti-collaborationists. It 
would have been difficult in the pre- 
vailing conditions for the authorities 
to empanel any other sort of jury. 


Laval and a number of others have 
been condemned to death in their 
absence by similar juries. It is un- 
thinkable that these things should 
happen, however heinous a man’s 
crime may be, in any system which 
pretends to be democratic or where 
there is the slightest regard for the 
moral foundations of civilized society. 
More particularly is that so under 
such a system as obtains in\France 
where the accused has to establish his 
innocence and not, as in this country, 
the prosecution his guilt. 


Crime of “collaboration” 


And now General Henri Dentz, who 
declared Paris an open city at the 
time of the German onrush in France, 
recently stood his trial in Paris for 
alleged collaboration with the Ger- 
mans when he was governor of Syria, 
and was actually sentenced to death 
for “high treason.” Collaboration, 
however it is defined, has become a 
capital offence in substitution for 
treason where the circumstances 
would not support charges of treason. 
For it must be remembered that 
France was defeated in war and the 
Government, rightly or wrongly, con- 
cluded an armistice with Germany. 
To conclude an armistice in the cir- 
cumstances cannot be an offence nor 
can the performance of the terms of 
such an armistice be properly im- 
pugned anywhere. 


In Belgium, in Italy, in Poland and 
elsewhere the same thing goes on. 


Moreover, we are faced with a situ- 
ation where political actions are de- 
clared to be crimes ex post facto. 
That may not be entirely new, how- 
ever rare. It happened in this country 
at the time of the Restoration. To 


the next victim. 


add to the confusion each occupied 
country had two governments, one 
-refugee and one on the territory. But 
government under international law 
is no government unless it be effective. 
These judicial liquidations appear all 
the more sinister because they are the 
work of provisional governments 
which are not as yet properly consti- 
tuted and are unsupported by popular 
mandate. 


Politics or justice ? 


The question of whether any man 
has done right or wrong under the 
duress of occupation in attempting to 
govern and administer the affairs of 
his country is a political and nat a 
justiciable issue. To depart from 
sound democratic principles and prac- 
tice as is being done now in Europe 
is to throw the ballast away with the 
anchor and expose humanity to the 
fury of all the irrational elements 
that may gaither. 


We have seen this sort of thing 
operating in Germany with brutal 
efficiency. We have seen it in the 
Soviet Union, in Italy, in Spain, and 
in other countries where partisan 
government has been exercising total 
authority. We shall no doubt gee it 
on a bigger scale when “war crimi- 
nals” come to be tried under an inter- 
national law which does not exist and 
under an international jurisdiction 
which has not yet been defined. 


How and where is it all going to 
end? Are we to go on witnessing a 
scene where fanatical powers and 
corybantic authority are going to level’ 
out human differences over the whole 
of Europe? Has Reason been bombed 
out of human society? And if Reason 
goes can Justice still remain? 

Justice needs to be impartial and 
responsible. Not only must it be done 
but it must equally appear to be done. 
Justice untainted by any alien spirit 
but pure in itself and noble and dig- 
nified in its execution is an integrating 
force in society. And Europe needs 
that more than anything at the pre- 
sent time if only to restore its con- 
fidence in the institutions of a free 
society. . ; 

If the institution of Justice does not 
command universal respect lawless- 
ness sets in and brutality comes to

AVE the concentration camp horrors and 
H brutal persecutions of Jews now being 
corroborated on the spot any relation to “The 
Baby without Hands” and ‘‘The Corpse Fac- 
tory” of 28 years ago? Is it a difference of 
degree, or is the difference fundamental? 


“T am told that 30,000 prisoners died in the 

\ Jast few months,” reports General Dempsey’s 
senior medical officer, and so on. Each day has 

brought fresh horrors. And pacifists must face 

up to the fact that in spite of such occasional 

unfortunate occurrences as two German PoWs 

being killed in a recent prison break and others 

being suffocated in railway waggons in France 

we can find no corresponding inhumanity here. 


We have proclaimed that “‘war breeds that 
sort of thing.’’ We have confronted concentra- 
tion-camps with obliteration-bombing. We 
have matched the extinction of the Jews with 
the quiet efficiency of the blockade. We have 
sought to establish the unimportarice of motive 
before the comparative horror of ‘the event 
itself. In doing this I think we were wrong. 


It is probably true to say that the existential 
differences matter little. I am concerned, how- 
ever, with the inherent sadism of which the 
Nazis are accused and which cannot even mow 
be paralleled in this country. It is this sadism 
which is the problem and it has very little to 
do with the comparative atrocities of the war 
itself. It existed before the war and we should 
do well to separate it in our minds. 


Unfortunately it now looks as though the 
patient is to be bled by the old-fashioned pre- 
acription instead of receiving the blood trans- 
fusion he so desperately needa.

A “New Deal” sabotaged ? 


In January you published an article by me 
which dealt with the Government's proposed 
new Cocoa Marketing Scheme for West Africa. 
The White Paper on this met with general 
approval from supporters of progressive mea- 
sures for the African people; and also, not 
unexpectedly, met with opposition from cocoa 
merchants and intermediaries in this country 
and America. 

The Secretary of State for Colonies has 
recently announced his decision not to proceed 
with the scheme during the season 1945-6. 


This suggests that the vested interests have 
proved more powerful than the forces of pro- 
gress, and this view was voiced by Mr. L. J. 
Cadbury in his chairman’s address at the 
recent annual genera) meeting of Cadbury 
Bros. Ltd. . 

In his speech (Manchester Guardian, Apr. 
11) Mr. Cadbury made it clear that Bournville 
and other British manufacturers are willing to 
accept the White Paper scheme, in the know- 
ledge “that there are many things connected 
with the marketing of cocoa which should be 
corrected." He further stated that “it would 
be little short of a calamity if advantage were 
not taken of the present unique opportunity of 
improving marketing conditions.” _ 

Those who similarly believe in this measure

FOOD SITUATION IN 
NORWAY 


‘‘Not catastrophic” 


"THE food situation in Norway is 
“serious, though not catastrophic,” 
according to the most recent inform- 
ation received, said Mr. G. H. Hall, 
Parliamentary Under - Secretary, 
Ministry of Economic Warfare, in a 
written reply to a question by Mr. 
Edmund ‘Harvey on Apr. 20. 

“Tt jis not nearly so bad as in Hol- 
land,” the,added, “or as it was in 
Greece just ‘before the liberation. 
There appears to be no widespread 
starvation among Norwegian child- 
ren. 

A remarkable increase in Swedish 
food supplies to Norway was re- 
vealed in the same reply. 

From November, 1948, supplies 
were sent at the rate of 250 tons a 
month, increased last June to 500 tons 
a month. In recent months the Anglo- 
American authorities have approved 
the dispatch of flour, sugar, fats, dried 
milk, vegetables, and other foodstuffs 
totalling 12,900 ‘tons. “These sup- 
plies,” said Mr. Hall, “are now being 
sent forward aswell as drugs, surgical 
instruments, grass seed and 6,700 tons 
of seed grain.” 

Shipments of food from overseas 
via Sweden to Norway had also been 
allowed through the Allied controls, 
as well as “very considerable” medical 
supplies from tthe American Red 
Cross. 

An International Red Cross dele- 
gate has reported ‘that a wide and 
judicious use of the various relief 
supplies has been ensured by an Oslo 
sPpervisory body.

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’ LESSONS OF THE 
ANARCHISTS’ TRIAL 


THREE writers and publishers have 

expressed concern at some of the 
implications of the recent trial in 
which three Jeading members of Free- 
dom Press, anarchist publishers, were 
sent to prison for 9 months. 


ALEX COMFORT, in a letter in The Times 
(May 2), said that ‘‘no writer or publisher can 
fail to view with alarm the use of a Defence 
Regulation to indict matter which could and 
should have been made the subject of an indict- 
ment under statute law.’”’ He pointed out that 
under Régulation 39A a search-warrant can be 
issued by a superintendent of police, ‘‘who will 
himself probably conduct the proseeution in the 
lower court,’’ whereas under the Incitement to 
Disaffection Act its issue “‘is at least subject 
to the discretion of a High Court Judge.” 

HERBERT READ, appealing for funds for 
the Freedom Press Defence Committee (of 
which he is chairman), in the Manchester 
Guardian (May 2), wrote: “‘Why, in this hour 
of victory, when we talk en every side of the 
triumph of the cause of freedom, is the reality 
so cruelly traduced? Who initiated the 
prosecution, and for what. obscure purpose? 
Three noble and disinterested English citizens’ 
are in prison, and their only crime is that they 
have struggled for human justice and a saner 
civilization.” 

GEORGE WOODCOCK writes to Peace 
News: “It means, virtually, that under the 
Defence Regulations it is now an offence to 
write history or to interpret it in such a way 
as to imply that military disaffection was in 
the past or is likely to be in the future a 
desirable event. The prosecution made no 
attempt to contest the truth of the facts or the 
conclusions contained in the writings. It asked 
and obtained their condemnation because they 
might conceivably have given people ideas 
which would be detrimental to the interests of 
the military authorities.

“Demobbed’’:C.0.s’ position 


With the distandment of full-time Civil 
Defence personnel as from May 2, some 
hundreds of COs have found themselves with 
two months' pay but sometimes without a 
job. The Employment Section of the Central] 
Board for COs (6 Endsleigh St., London, 
W.C.1) was set up for the express purpose 
of finding jobs for COs and has a number 
of vacancies on its books. Particulars may 
be obtained on giving full details to the 
Secretary of the Employment Section. 

Conditions of exemption remain binding. 
If COs from Civil Defence have alternative 
tribunal conditions, they will normally be 
required to comply with one of them, bnt, 
if trained in first-aid and untrained in_ the 
alternative work prescribed, hospital work is 
sometimes possible. Relief-work overseas is 
another possibility. If there is no alternative 
condition. COs are likely to be referred back 
to the Local Tribunals on the ground of 
“reasonable excuse” so that the Tribunals 
may specify other work.

Even the lesson of a 
second world-war has not made that a 
practical possibility at any stage. Yet

In consequence Hitler, in March, 
1936, tore up the Locarno Treaty and 
carried out the military occupation of 
the Rhineland without France or 
Great Britain or any of the smaller 
Powers of the Locarno Treaty so 
much as moving a finger in defence. 
Earlier, in March, 1935, Hitler, by 
introducing conscription and by 
setting up Goering’s Air Ministry, had 
taken another decisive step toward 
the annulment of the Versailles 
Treaty without one of the twenty- 
seven Allied signatories having even 
protested. Even during the period 
between the Munich Agreement and 
the invasion of Poland—on Dec. 7, 
1938, to be exact—Ribbentrop wags 
able to sign in Paris a German- 
French friendship pact. 

Every one of these agreements was 
an encouraging signal to Hitler for 
further conquest—and a defeat for his 
domestic opponents, ... 

The opposition forces inside Ger- 
many itself during the years preced- 
ing Jan. 30, 1933, had pursued toward 
Hitler the same policy of concessions,
